WOMEN LN INDUSTRY- 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN AFTER THE 
WAR. jl 


The general question of te position 
of women workers after the war has just 
been considered at an unofficial conference 
between leading trade union women and 
employers of labour arranged by the Na 
timnal Allianre cf Employers and Em- 
nloyed, the Right Hon. frederick Huth 
Tackson, P.C., being in the chair (says 
The Financier). 

The first question discussed was whe 
ther the one and three-quarter million 
women who, in addition te the three mil- 
lion in industry before the war, now com: 
ose the wanten's industrial army could 
be retained in industry after the war. 
wns pointed out that there was to be 
considered the pledge of the Government 
to the trades unions that the men should 
all go back to their old bie and that pre- 

Teinstituted in 


war conditions should 

industry. | There was also the extreme 
difficulty of the conversion of the factories 
from tho production of raw matorials to 
the needs of peace, and there was the fur- 
ther problem of the obtaining of the neces. 
sary raw material so thet there should 
be no break in the work. It was felt that 
the terms of peace would have ap im- 
portant bouring on the question. It was 
also anticipated that the rato of demo- 
bilisation would be an important factor. 
Demobilisation proceeding at the rate, of 
60,000 a week (a very high figure, seeing 
that four-fifths of the soldiers would have 
to be brought from abroad) would take 
two and a half yor at the least. It wos 
realised that the Government must 
cumpelled to fulfil its pledges to the trades 
unions, but this was seen to in no way 
apply to now induetrics, such ns the-dye- 
ing industry, which has: been creat 
during the war, or to the extension o' 
old industries Uhat have led to the employ- 
nent of in inorensed number of workers 
us compared to the pro-war figures, 

The general opinion was expressed that 
that while there would be a temporary 
period of dislocation, during whicb time 
the whole community would havo to be 

ntiont and work on a giveand-take 
asia, there wha little doubt that there 
would ultimately be work for all, and tho 
whole of the wotnen at present in induatry 
could be retained. the popsibility of 6 
minimum wage waa discussed and the 
meeting was unanimous that such ao thing 
wan advisable, and that it, should be 
bared on a reasonable standard of life. 
but would have to vary in different arens. 
It waa also agreed that during tho poriod 
of demobilisntion it would be betlor to 
inrtitute a system of part-time work, fo 
that the whole of the workpoople should 
he employed for part of the dny on part 
of the week, rather than that somo should 
be cmployed ful] timo nnd tho rest tuned 
out on the unemployment market. — It 
wan anticipated thrt this period would bo 
only Lempernry, and ultimately 
be ‘retbaorbed: — Disentiafaction wna ex: 
pressed at the delay in tho.production of 
ilefinits and co-ordinated plana by the 
Governinent, and the conferenee adjourn- 
ed, agtosing to meet. ngnin either to con- 
rider the Uoverntrent's demobilisation 
proposals or, filing that, forinulnte 
ita own on the nenror approach of poaoo.

THR LATE BERR BALLIN. 
“THE WORLD IS MY FIELD.” 


Herr Albert Ballin " taught Germany 
to awim,’’ or, at least, he thought he had 
succeeded in doing so when bis Hamburg: | 
‘Amorica liner Deutschland won the “ bluo 
ribbon ’’ of the Atlantic cightcen years, 
ago—the first great advertisement of Ger- 
many’s naval ambitions. He was not 
only virtually the creator of Germany's 
merchant ficet, but be waa the close 

ersonal friend of the ex-Emperor Wil. 
Fam I1., who listened to hie advice on 
maritime and commercial affairs 19 he 
listened to the advice of no other man iny 
the German Empire. Ballin was n small.’ 
made Jew, and Jews have never been 
popular in Germany. But nevertheless 
the word of this little man, with his 
suave attitude, hie shy mannera, his keen 
intellect, his ‘bright, picreing eyes, and 
his untractable will carricd weight, from 
the palace of the Emperor to hin office of 
Hamburg and through all the hundred 
as though it 
was law, On one occasion when the 
‘Emperor wanted to honour him by tack: 
ing a “ von"’ to his name, the uncrowned 
King of Hamburg politely refused\ and 
in the end he received the Kaiser's photo: 
graph inscribed in the Imperial hand 
awith the words: ‘ To the farsecing and 
jireless pioneer of our commerce and 
‘export trade.’ The tribute was well 
merited, for Ballin was one of the archi- 
tects, if aot the chief architect, of the 
Germany we knew before the opening of 
the war, with preferential railway rates 
for goods carried in German ships, with 
stations for rigidly shepherding Euro- 

an emigrants to German liners, with 
uxurious floating hotels, plying across ‘the 
Atlantic, with steamers Ps evéry port of 
the world, with agencies in every cily 

and town of any consequence, and with a 
wonderfully devised system for influenc- 
ing the newspaper Press of every country, 
go as to serve the ends of the Germans. 
For Horr Ballin was no narrow-minded 
shipowner, but o statesman, ned ho de- 
voted hia time and money lavishly to the 
butiding up of German prestige, content 
to cast his bread upon the wafers in tho 
assurance that. the harvest would some 
day come to bim. 


EARLY DAX8 IN LONDON, 


Whe could have foreseen the future of 
this Napoleon of ocvan commerce, when, 
as an insignificant boy—he wae little more 
be crossed the North Sea to learn how 
wo Managed our shipa? o bad been 
born in Hamburg in 1867, whon the Ger- 
man mercantile marine wos insignificant. 
He had no advantages of birth or wealth 
to assist him, but only tho remarkable 
character with which ho had been endow: 
od. 80 he passed into the office of the 
Carr Line, which was then competing 
with the Hamburg-America Company, » 
very insignificant voncern, for the Atlan- 
itic trade. During his apprenticeship in 
this country nothing of the merits or 
defects of our mercantile marine system 
escaped him, His oard index system was 
hin mind, and when the timo cate for 
him to return homo ha knew aos much 
about our merchant navy and how it was 
run as any man then alive. How he camo 
to gO back to Hamburg is in itself note- 
‘worthy, The German compan quietly 
swallowed ita British rival. 0 one in 
this country eaw any particular signi- 
‘ficanca in this development—the lamb 
swallowing the lion; and Ballin’ un- 
obtrusively left us, his mind well stored, 
to become passenger agent to tho new 
concern in Hamburg. He must at that 
period have formed his plans. For a long 
time his restless ambition and imperturb- 
able will wore thorns in the sides of the 

uiet, easy-going directors of the Ham- 

urg-America Line, who were quite con- 
tent to jog on comfortably. But Ballin 
wos marked out as o leader, and, in due 
course, he won his way up, stage by stage, 
to the position of director-general of the 
entire organisation, 

Under his inspiration it speedily went 
abead ; with on cye to cargoes, however 
insignificant, he was not deat to the risin, 
demand for luxury in ocean travel ; witl 
a koon appreciation of the importance of 
the Atlantic route, he did not ignore other 
routes, but dovetailed this scheme into 
that until he could bonst that he presided 
over the greatest steamship line in exist 
enco, 180 steamers making their furrows 
on the sca and ocean; * field is the 
world,” was the legeod which he had 
engraven over his palatial offves in Ber- 
lin, and the words would have have guin- 
ed increased significance if this war had 
not cone, Hor Ballin, relying Sittle on 
ships of war or invincible wrmies, saw his 
way clearly marked out to an economic 
dominance, world-wide in its influence, | 
such as no man hitherto had dreamt of, 
As the Kaiser, to tho ruin of his Empire, 
thought in terms of — men-of-war and 
“shining armour,” so Ballin planned his 
world conquests with ships of commerce. 


LAST LMPERIAL INTERVIEW, 


And then the man who had been his 
principal supporter in all his scheimes— 
that was the irony of it all !—suddenly 
becames in or about 1912, an apostle of 
force, naked and unashaimed, believin 
that the German army at ony blow coul: 
achieve what Ballin had intended to 
aghiovg in a generation by peaceful means. 

err Ballin reelised in a flash in thoso 
fearly daya of August, 1914, oll that it 
meant when Britain, with her naval 
supremacy, announced her intention of 
fighting. It is no aceret that ho was 
hitching throughout the months that fol- 
lowed for Germany at almost any price 
to got freo from the nooro sho h aleed 
round her neck, Ho was outspoken from 
timo ‘to time in the expression of hi 
iviewa, but it was-not until the U: 
Btutes entered tho war, and ho- ronlisod 
that his advico was no Jongor listened: to, 
that he at length broke out, unable to 
restrain tho feclings with which he had 
beech watehing the overwholining of all his 
sucoosses and plans. Ho had spokeh 
privately as to tho folly of the war, and 
now ho was, 48 0 final cffort, to beard the 
Kniser.
